This is evidenced by Hamilton's 
belief that he can crack the so-called solid 
Demoeratic South. Said Hamilton: “States 
South of the Mason and Dixon Line are good 
Republican ground where they get upset as 
they are now over the present Administra- 
tion. 

The Tory Republicans who were rejected 
by the people last November are seeking an 
alliance with Tory Democrats for a war on 
everything progressive in America. This de- 
velopment started during the elections when 
Al Smith took his famous walk. 

Reaction in the country is forming a com- 
mon front against the people. Will the 
people form a common front to defend 
themselves against reaction? The answer of 
any honest labor leader, farm leader or pro- 
gressive can only be, ‘Yes!”’ 

In California it means that the progres- 
sive groups in the Democratic Party, the 
Progressive Party, the unions of the AFL and 
the CIO, the farm organizations must band 
now for the 1938 election campaign.

Payment as low as $25 a month to staff 
doctors is hard to believe. Even ordinary 
seamen aboard ship get more than twice as 
much! And yet it is true. So is the fact that 
most of the work is done by internes and stu- 
dent nurses who get no pay. at all! 

To make matters worse these conditions 
are not an exception to the rule. When Dr. 
C. F. Gelston, medical director of the hos- 
pital, was questioned by the Western Worker 
on the practice of working people without 
paying them, he replied: 

“Our hospital is no different from any 
other. 

Such practices are not only a grave injus 
tice to hospital employes but also endanger 
the lives of patients placed in their care. It 
is a recognized truth that people who do not 
get adequate pay for their work are not apt 

» be very enthusiastic about it. 

Thus the problem is not only one for thé 
labor movement but deserves the interest of 
every progressive-minded person concerned 
with safeguarding health. 

A storm of protest to the State Depart- 
ment of Health and the Labor Commissioner 

would help abolish this enforced slavery in 
eneeete and would make San Francisco a 


healthier place to live in.

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TRE ORIGIN OF THE

In connection with the 18th 
anniversary of the Communist 
Party on Sept. 1, the Western 
Worker is publishing sections of 
William Z. Foster’s book, ‘‘From 
Bryan to Stalin,” in three articles 


‘on the origin and development 


of the Communist Party. , 
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ARTICLE 1I 


The Communist Party did not 
suddenly spring, full-fledged, into 
being during the Socialist Party 
split of 1919. On.the contrary, 
behind it lay a protracted period 
of gestation, a long time when 
t slowly refined its ideology and 
gathered its forces, amidst bitter 
struggle against the opportunist 
intellectuals who dominated the 
Socialist Party. 

Hardly had the Socialist Party 
come .into existence in 1901, as a 
result of the historically-justified 
split away from the deadly sec- 
tarianism of the Socialist Labor 
Party, than the fatal control of 
reformist doctors, lawyers, etc., 
asserted itself. 

And likewise, as the corrective 
to: these baneful elements, the re- 
volutionary left wing of the 
Party began slowly to shape and 
to voice its program. With the 
passage of the Ui the cleav- 
age between the right and left 
wings in the partis became more 
and more pronounced, until fin- 
ally the inevitable break came 
in 1919. 


Long Fight 


Through this whole period 
the left wing fought relentlessly 
to make a revolutionary organi- 
zation of the Socialist Party, and 
wherever the Party played an 
effective role in the class strug- 
gle the credit belonged mainly 
to the left wing. True, the left 
wing program was_ always 
weighed down with “left” sectar- 
ianism, and these errors defi- 
nitely checked the progress of the 
Socialist Party; but its main line 
was nevertheless sound at heart. 


Its whole aim and_ tendency 
was to base the Party upon the 
principles of the class struggle, 
to make it really the political 
eader of the working class. And 
precisely in the fact that the 
left wing was defeated in these 
efforts by the opportunist lead- 
ership lies the explanation of 
the historical failure of the So- 
cialist Party. 

In the chapter on the Socialist 
Party I have dealt with one 
phase of this developing struggle 
within the Socialist Party—the 
1909 split in the states of Oregon 
and Washington. This split was, 
of course, only one situation in 
the growing national fight to 
make the Socialist Party into a 
revolutionary party. 

Important here is it to recall 
the disastrous consequences to 
the Party on the Pacific Coast 
of the 1909 split. The Socialist 
Party there was deeply injured 
by the loss of many of its best 
proletarian fighters; and the bud- 
ding left wing, the very heart 
of the Party, was not only smash- 
ed organizationally but demoral- 
ized ideologically, as for the most 


part it liquidated itself into I. 
W.W. syndicalism. 


Battle Spreads 

But the inevitable fight spread 
and intensified itself nationally 
under the leadership of Haywood 
and the Marcy-Kerr International 
Socialist Review group. It was 
deepened by the growing radi- 
calization of the masses and a 


* burning need for militant lead- 


ership by the Party. Eugene V. 
Debs was a voice of the left 
wing in these times, but he 
never gave it any practical su;- 
port in its fight against the 
right opportunists, 

The left wing program of this 
stage was stated in Haywood’s 
and Bohn’s pamphlet, Industrial 
Socialism. It was a_ protest 
against the petty bourgeoisie in- 
tellectuals’ domination of the 
Socialist Party and their rankly 
opportunist policies and it for- 
mulated a demand for a fight- 
ing proletarian program. This 
pamphlet contained many char- 
acteristic semi-syndicalist errors 
—such as underestimation of the 
role of the Party, illusions about 
dual unionism, ete.—but the es- 
sence of it was the traditional 
and correct aim of the left wing 
to give the Socialist Party a 
policy of class struggle. 

The deepening inner fight in- 
volved all sections of the Social- 
ist Party, but was hottest in the 
West. It came to a national cli- 
max in the 1912 Socialist Party 
convention, The convention was 
filled with lawyers, doctors and 
preachers, and the left wing was 
defeated. Shortly afterward the 
great fighter Bill Haywood was 
formally excluded from the Na 
tional Executive Committee by 
referendum. 


Disaster 

The outcome of this fight was 
a real disaster to the Socialist 
Party. The deadly grip of the 
petty bourgeois leadership was 
strengthened and their opportun 
ist policy more deeply entrench- 
ed. The Party dropped in mem- 
bership from 118,045 in 1912 (the 
highest point it reached in all 
its history) to 79,374 in 1915. Its 
previous rapid advance in the 
trade unions was stopped dead 
and its election vote fell from 
$97,011. in 3912) to. S83a,113. in 
1916. 

Thousands of the best “ prole- 
tarian elements, the real “Party 
builders, including Haywood, quit 
the Party in disgust, never to 
return. The Party was drained 
of its best blood. And warst of 
all ,as in 1909, the left wing 
itself became ideologically de- 
moralized by its defeat and great 
numbers of militants went over 
outright to the camp of I.W.W. 
syndicalism. 

The 1912 split could not, how- 
ever be the decisive fight be- 
tween the right and left wings 
in the S.P. The Second Interna- 
tional, not yet diseredited by. the 


‘World War, and the accompanying 


revolutionary struggles, still had 
prestige as the revolutionary or- 
ganization of the working class, 
as the Party of Marx and Engels, 
and hence its ultra-opportunist 
American section also retained 
power to attract revolutionary 
workers. 


Break Comes 
Besides, the left wing, still 
saturated with sectarianism and 
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a 


syndicalist tendencies, was as 
yet insufficiently developed ideo- 
logically to build a separate re- 
volutionary party. But events 
were soon to cause a fundamen- 
tal break between the right and 
the left and to into being the 
Communist Party. These decisive 
developments aoe the World 
War, the Russian Revolution and 
the post-war revolutionary strug- 
gles in Germany and _ other 
European countries. 

I have shown how the anti- 
revolutionary attitude of the Sec 
ond International towards these 
great events had split the So- 
cialist movement in every coun- 
try and thereby caused the for- 
mation of the Communist Inter- 
national on a world scale. The 
United States felt the full force 
of this whole development, which 
raised every fundamental issue 
of Marxian theory, strategy and 
tactics, and the long developing 
fight between the left and right 
wings of the American Social; st 
Party was thus brought to the 
breaking point. 

On the vital question of the 
war, the left wing of the Amer- 
ican Socialist Party violently op- 
posed the whole course of the 
Second International, condemnex 
the action of its parties for sup- 
porting the war, and strongly 
resisted America’s entry into and 
orosecution of the war, But the 
right wing of the Party, under 
the cover of iat phrases, com 
promised with the whole war 
situation in the typical reformist 
manner. This brought to an acute 
stage the aan between the 
two groups. 

The controversy over the Rus- 
sian Revolution added fuel to 
the growing conflagration. The 
rapidly growing left wing heart- 
ily supported the revolution and 
accepted its great lessons, to- 
gether with the revolutionary 
principles laid down by Lenin. 
But the right wing hated the 
Russian Revolution and all its 
works, and Hiilquit truly ex- 
pressed the world reformist point 
of view when he later on de- 
clared, “The Soviet Government 
has been the greatest disaster 
and calamity that has ever oc- 
curred to the Socialist Party.” 


Betrayal 


The open betrayal of the re- 
volution in Germany at the close 
of the war and the _ liquidation 
of the nascent German Soviets 
by the Socialist Party, which 
thus saved the capitalist system 
in Central Europe, and all of 
which treachery received the 
tacit or open support of the 
right wing leadership of the 
American Socialist Party, still 
further deepened the cleft with 
in the. Party, even as it did in 
all other countries, 

The Socialist Party was thus 
hopelessly split ideologically by 
the reactionary course of its pet- 
ty bourgeois national and inter- 
national leaders. The long years 
of struggle within the Party had 
now come to a climax. It was 
the parting of the ways between 
the conflicting tendencies within 
the Party; between the policies 
of class struggle and class col- 
laboration; between the revolu- 
tionists who wanted to over- 
throw capitalism and the reform- 
ists who wanted to preserve it.

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SEATTLE — Support 
heroic Chinese people 
fight against Japanese invasion, 
was voiced. by Dewey Bennett, 
secretary of the Seattle Long- 
shoremen. 

“IT personally, and I believe 
my brother longshoremen too,” 
declared Bennett, “favor any ac- 
tion President Roosevelt mav 
take to shut off supplies to 
Japan.
